PERSONAL HISTORY AND BACKGROUND 
Birth 


On December 11, 1957, the records of the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics, Chicago, were examined and revealed 
under file number 14361, State file 200478, a delayed 
.record of birth filed by EDWARD D, VOGEL, 4300 North 
Marine Drive at Chicago, December 9, 1952. This birth 
certificate listed his father as ADOLPH VOGEL, born in 
Bohemia, and mother as EMMA SALZ, born in Bohemia. The 
following documents were furnished in support of this 
birth certificate: - 


Document number l- School record, Froebel School, 
Chicago, Illinois, entered October 16, 1902, showing date 
of birth as July 16, 1895. Father listed as above. 


Document number 2- Affidavit of mother, EMMA VOGEL, 
5046 North Marine Drive, Chicago, Illinois, date of birth 
listed as July 16, 1895, Chicago, and listed parents as E 
above, 

Document number 3- Affidavit of sister, ELSIE 
VOGEL, 5046 North Marine Drive, Chicago, showing date of 
birth for VOGEL as July 16, 1895, Chicago, and listed 
parents as above. 


Education 


In 1946, registration records of the Office of 
Price Administration, Chicago, Illinois, reflected that 
EDWARD VOGEL was born in August, 1896, and that he was 
reported to have received an eighth grade education. 


On December 11, 1957, the records of the Bureau of 
Vital Statistics reflected Document Number 1, filed with a 
Delayed. Affidavit of Birth Record for EDWARD VOGEL on 
December 9, 1952, indicated he attended Froebel School, 
Chicago, Illinois, entering on October 16, 1902. 
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Residence \ 


On December 13, 1957, I NEN 
Murray Hill Apartments, 4300 North Marine Drive, advise 
Sås HOWARD A. MC KAMEY and[ — —  — — ]that EDWARD 
VOGEL was no longer a tenant of the above apartment build- 
ing. He stated that VOGEL had moved approximately December 
1, 1956, leaving no forwarding address. He said that VOGEL 
informed him a few days prior to his moving that "he was 
going to move, and don't ask me where." 


Mr.[_____|stated that VOGEL continued to re- 
ceive mail at the above address and that periodically his 
chauffeur, known as "BUTCH" LADON, would pick up the mail. 
He said that he had not seen "BUTCH" for approximately one 
month. fy NI not know. of anyone who might be able 
to furnish S current address. 


On December 27, 1957, Mr. 
= Lustig Realty. Company, Room 1100, 180 West Randolph, 
cago, was interviewed by SA PAUL B. FRANKFURT. He advised 
that in December, 1956, ELSIE. WARTENBERG, VOGEL's sister, 
purchased cooperative apartment 1902 in a new, modern-type 
glass and steel apartment building at 320 Oakdale. The pur- 
chase price was in the vicinity of $35,000 to $40,000 and the 
apartment consisted of 55 rooms, Information in their files 
reflects ELSIE WARTENBERG to be a widow, 55 years of age, and 
that she has resided at 5040 North Marine Drive for fifteen 
years. She does her banking at the First Commercial Bank, 
ts, where she is personally known to 
Her net worth was reported as being 
n excess o " . 


Mr. ENNL that last spring, Mrs. WARTENBERG 
purchased a second apartment, 1903, stating she needed more 
room, as her children visited her from time to time. She 
explained she would occupy the apartment with her niece and 
one other adult. The second apartment was also purchased for 
approximately $40,000 and is adjacent to their other apart- 
ment. He said no mention had been made by Mrs. WARTENBERG 

of VOGEL residing in any of the apartments; however, VOGEL 
was seen entering and leaving the building on numerous occa- 
sions after possession of the first apartment. VOGEL was 
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recognized by one of the tenants after he had apparently 
been residing there for some time, and it was then the 
building corporation realizéd he was living there, 


He stated for this reason they have no background 
information on VOGEL, as ELSIE WARTENBERG, whom he under- 
stood was VOGEL's sister, had "fronted" for him on both 
transactions. He thought it strange that ELSIE WARTENBERG 
still maintains her residence at 5040 North Marine Drive. 
He said VOGEL had caused no trouble at the building, but 
had spoiled several doormen in the building through his 
excessive tipping, and that these doormen have been dis- 
E leone the fact that VOGEL has caused no trouble, 
Mr. considers him an undesirable tenant and would 
like to get: rid of him. 


In about August, 1957, he said VOGEL decided to 
combine apartments 1902 and 1903 and knocked out a11 walls, 
and that extensive remodeling went on at that time. He 
stated the cost was in the vicinity of $100,000. He said 
the present layout in no way resembles the former floor plan. 


He understood an intercom system was installed in each room, 


as wires were put in during remodeling. Mr. remarked, 


at this time, that for the past three or four months, he did 


not believe VOGEL had been residing at this place due to work 
in progress; however, he understood VOGEL had a German maid 
who acted as housekeeper. 


On April 29 and 30, 1958, CG T-1 advised VOGEL 
continued to reside at 320 Oakdale, Chicago, Iflinois. He 
said: VOGEL had removed his name from the roster in the 
building lobby. He commented that VOGEL never answered the 
door of his apartment and that it was always answered by 
either a full-time white maid named FRIEDA or a full-time 
colored cook, name unknown. 


. ‘CG T-1 advised he had observed VOGEL's movements 
and noticed he was most wary. When leaving the apartment . 
building, he sometimes left by a chauffeur driven automobile 
waiting in the alley, at which time their exit was either 
through the alley or by the side drive next to the apartment 
building. He said VOGEL had no set pattern for departure, 
but that generally he was picked up by a tall chauffeur about 
55 years of age. 
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On March 7, 1961, CG T-31 advised that VOGEL 
continues to reside in Apartment 1902-3, 320 Oakdale, 
Chicago, Illinois. VOGEL recently had his name included 
on the mailbox, whereas it was previously listed to one 
E, WARTENBERG, 


On April 10, 1961, CG T-38 advised that he had 
heard that EDWARD VOGEL paid between $50,000 and $60,000 
to furnish his apartment at 320 Oakdale. Source stated 
that Mr. [___]of Franklin Bare Company, Michigan Avenue, 
Chicago, said that EDWARD VOGEL paid $7,000 for linens 
to be used in his apartment on Oakdale. CG T-38 stated 
that Mr. told him that VOGEL never paid any bills 
by check, but that when he did make a purchase he would 
come into the store with "an ignorant chauffeur" to pick 
up the items he had purchased and would pay for the amount 
he had purchased in cash.

On September 9, 1961, CG T-47 advised that EDWARD 
DAVID VOGEL is a subscriber to the services performed by 
the National Bureau of Analysis, 105 West Adams Street, 
Chicago, Illinois. The services performed by this Bureau are 
quarterly urinalysis examinations for which a container is 
forwarded to the subscriber and returned and thereafter an 
analysis of the urine is performed and a document is sent 
back to the subscriber recommending medical treatment if 
so learned from the analysis.  VOGEL has been a subscriber 
to this service since 1951 and was first recommended by 
another subscriber by the name of JOSEPH LUSTFIELD, Attorney, 
11 South LaSalle Street, who is now deceased. At the 
beginning of this service for VOGEL, LUSTFIELD paid 
VOGEL's annual fees of $15.00, however, since LUSTFIELD's 
death in 1958, VOGEL has continued the service and paid his 
own annual fees.  VOGEL's address at this Bureau is listed 
as 4300 North Marine Drive, Chicago (formér address of 
VOGEL). These examinations for VOGEL over the past ten 
years have failed to indicate any serious illness or 
malfunction. i 
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Divorce Records 


On December 17, 1957, Investigative CIerk (IC) 
checked the records of the Circuit Court 
under Divorce Docket Number B131594, A review of this 
docket revealed the following information:

WILCZYNSKI, 1511 Halsted, Chicago Heights, Illinois, 
charging that VELMA NADINE VOGEL had on September 1, 
1945, willfully deserted and absented herself from him. 
He indicated in this complaint that they were married 
on June 24, 1935, at Waukegan, Illinois, and

A.Certificate of Evidence filed on May 3, 1947, 
reveals that VOGEL testified that VELMA left him on

Illinois, and NATHAN LADON, 4918 South Kimbark, Chicago, 
Illinois. These witnesses testified that VELMA NADINE, 
VOGEL had without reason left VOGEL in September, 1945.

The Chicago Daily Tribune, in its issue of” Décember 
2, 1950, indicated that the Kefauver Senate Crime Investiga- 
ting Committee questioned on December: 1," 1950, RALPH DI `’ 
COSTANZO, operator of Ralph's, a roadhouse on ’ Waukegan “Road 
near ‘Glenview, Illinois, which was closed last summer because 
of alleged gambling law violations. 


The Chicago Herald American dated October 26, 1950, 
reported under the caption, "Subpoena FISCHETTI ‘Front Man"," 


the following: 
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"A subpoena to appear before the Kefauver Senate 
Crime Committee was served last on RALPH DI COSTANZO, reputed 
‘front man' for CHARLES and ROCCO FISCHETTI, CAPONE gambling 
chiefs. The subpoena was served by WALTER DEVEREUX, Chief 
Investigator for the Chicago Crime Commission, who went to 
DI COSTANZO's home at 3339 Flournoy Street with a squad of 
city policemen. They found DI COSTANZO in his car. He 
denied his name and'started to drive away. Doing so, he 
scraped a fender of the police auto. Forced to. show his 
driver's license because of the accident, DI COSTANZO then 
accepted service. DEVEREUX said DI COSTANZO helped the * 
FISCHETTIs run the Vernon Club, a gambling casino near 
Deerfield; a few years ago. Lately, DEVEREUX added, 
DI COSTANZO owned Ralph's Place, a roadhouse in Northfield 
Township, which openly ran.a handbook and slot machines, 
along with dice games and roulette, until the license was 
revoked several weeks ago," — 


The Chicago Daily News dated September 29, 1950, 
reported an article entitled; "Gambling Spot's License Tied 
Up in Legal Knots," which reported as follows: 


"State officials Friday tussled with the knotty 
legal problem of the saloon license. for a county gambling 
joint -- Ralph's Place, 2347 Waukegan Road, Northfield 
Township. County révocation of the liquor license was ` 
appealed to the Illinois State Liquor Control Commission 
by the owner, RALPH DI COSTANZO. Reports on twelve gambling 
raids made on the place since August 7, 1949, were given 
the commission at. Thursday! s hearing. by County Highway 
Chief MAURICE GREEN, DI COSTANZO failed to appear. IRVING 
LANG, Assistant State's Attorney, termed this 'an admission’ 
of the violations charged.' JOSEPH LUSTFIELD, DI COSTANZO's 
attorney, denied this. He charged the county ‘couldn't 
revoke DI COSTANZO's license, as he had none at the time 
of ‘the action, June 20.

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According to GUTNECHT, EDWARD VOGEL, reputed slot 
machine king, was beneficiary of the trust, hoever, one piece 
of the property - - - The Fort, was assigned to LADON.

When asked how he. knew VOGEL, he said that many years 
ago he was introduced to him through a mutual friend whose 
identity he cannot at this time call to mind. LADON was then 
asked how he came to .bé named as beneficiary of a trust which 
operated the Fort, whereas VOGEL had previcusly been the 
beneficiary of this trust arrangement. LADON denied that he 
was ever interested in any way,’ legally or otherwise, in the 
Fort and claimed not to know what the Fort was. LADON was most 
uncooperative and finally refused to answer any further questions. 
He was tlien asked whether he still drives a car for either GUS 
ALEX or EDDIE VOGEL, and he replied by saying he has been 
unemployed for the’ previous three months. He was therefore 


asked where he keeps his .car. He refused to furnish this informa- 


tion,

On April 3, 1958, MARSHALL CAIFANO advised

stated that several members make up a hierarchy of the 
"syndicate" and members are apportioned districts out 
of which they operate, CAIFANO stated that the member 
in charge of each district receives a percentage of all 
gambling conducted in his district and controls all 
gamblers, taking "drastic measures" if they: prove 
untrustworthy. CAIFANO would not admit that the 
"syndicate" controls anything other than gambling nor 
would he identify the members other than himself who 
compose this "syndicate", 


On March 31, 1958, CG T-21 advised SA ROBERT 
L. BAKER that he is of the opinion that a group known 
to him as the "syndicate" in the Chicago area is a highly 
organized group within this area but unlikely that 
the organization is extended to a national or international 
level. He advised, however, that the most influential’ 
and powerful men in the Chicago organization are widely 
acquainted throughout the country and that it is only 
logical to surmize that these men could and do contact 
their friends in other cities to insure that certain of 
their wishes are carried out. i; 


CG T-21 further advised SA BAKER that the 
"syndicate" was concerned mainly with organized gambling ' 
in all forms and that many other types of crimes attributed 
to the "syndicate" are often the result of some personal 
activity on the part of some individual believed to have 
"syndicate" connections, The informant stated that the" 
very nature of the organizational structure of this group 
makes it inevitable for top "syndicate" figures to turn 
to criminal activities other than gambling because the 
opportunity exists and there is revenue to be gained. 
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According to this informant, ANTHONY ACCARDO 
is the top man in the Chicago area and that the sometimes 
voiced belief that he has retired is wrong. According 
to this source, SAM GIANCANA, also known as "MOONEY", is 
ACCARDO's district representative.

Morning 
Mail", advised that during 1920, VOGEL operated a tavern 
at:3847 Cottage Grove Ayenue, Chicago, and that shortly 
thereafter VOGEL became the lieutenant of BILLY SKIDMORE 
in conducting SKIDMORE's gambling affairs. 


In a book entitled "Organized Crime In Chicago" 
published in 1929 under caption "Trust Meeting of Criminals" 
appeared the following: m 


"The meeting took place at the Morrison Hotel 
on October 21, 1926, with a complete representation of 
the leading gangs of Chicago. VINCENT DRUCCI and BIG 
GEORGE MORAN represented the north side gang; EDDY VOGEL, 
JULIAN "POTATOES" KAUFMAN, FRANK CITRO and PETER GUSENBERG 
joined their interests with DRUCCI and MORAN, KLONDIE O' DONNELL 
and his brother, MYLES, of the west side, participated 
in the conference, CAPONE, representing TORRIO interests, 
had a representative there, perhaps ANTONIO LOMBARDO, RALPH 
‘SHELDON, enemy of SALTIS - MC ERLANE, was present.  MAXIE 
EISEN appeared as a mutual peacemaker. 


"DRUCCI and MORAN took the responsibility for. 
securing the approval of SALTIS and MC ERLANE, then in 
jail; The conditions of the peace were that. each gang 
was to stay in its own territory " f 
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In another section of the book entitled "Organized 
. Crime in Chicago is a notation as to "Who's Who of Organized, 
Crime in Chicago", which reflects the following: 


"VOGEL is today considered the boss of the one 
armed bandits in Cook County, with the exception of Cicero, 
where it is reported that he is not in good favor, and any 
gambling equipment put in Cicero which is the property 
of VOGEL, must be done through WILLY HEENEY JOE CORNGOLD 
or LOUIS ’ LIPSHULTZ. " 


"VOGEL inbeing the undisputed slot machine 
king of the county owes his. power to the. GUZIK leadership; 
GUZIK is considered the head of the remaining CAPONE . 
syndicate today". 


On December 20, 1957, records of Immigration 
and Naturalization Service in a report dated April 16, 1955, 
reflected that EDWARD VOGEL was a one time member of the 
DION O'BANNION bootlegging gang of Chicago. On October 1, 
1926, VOGEL was indicted with AL CAPONE for conspiracy to 
violate the national prohibition laws.  VOGEL reportedly 
rose in the underworld ranks after the imprisonment of 
AL CAPONE, 


On January 15, 1958, records of the Retail 
Credit Company", Chicago, Illinois, a firm that engages in 
credit and insurance investigations, reflected that EDWARD 
VOGEL was known to have. been a member of the AL CAPONE 
gang in the 1920s and had been associated with that or- 
ganizatim duráng his entire lifetime. VOGEL was known tó 
have been in charge of slot machines and gambling in this 
area. VOGEL was known to have financial interests in 
various firms which are controlled by the "syndicate", 
mostly in vending machines and jukeboxes. It was also 
reported that VOGEL was the boss of the slot machines in 
the Chicago area and that his net worth was estimated at 


$500,000.00. 
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The "Chicago Tribune" in an article dated October 
25, 1941, published some ledger sheets of the alleged 
Chicago "syndicate"which were reportedly found in JACK 
GUZIK's apartment. These ledger sheets, according to the 
newspaper account, were only seen by GUZIK, FRANK NITTI 
(deceased), VOGEL and MURRAY HUMPHREYS and allegedly 
pertained to the gambling activities of the "syndicate". 
The profits in slot machines were split in three ways with b3 6103 (a) 
the exclusion of VOGEL, The article in question listed b6 per IRS 
the "syndicate" heads as JACK GUZIK, FRANK NITTI, MURRAY 7c 
HUMPHREYS and EDWARD VOGEL, in that order, It was stated b7p 
that the interests of VOGEL were confined entirely to 
slot machines.

On August 8, 1946, records of the Chicago Crime 
Commission were checked concerning VOGEL and the following 
information was developed: 


On September 8, 1943, the Chicago Crime Commission 
received an anonymous letter stating that "The Dome", 
a large gambling room at 7466 West Irving Park Boulevard, 
was run by ED VOGEL, It was indicated that VOGEL had 
pushed "LIBBY" out and that the place was under the 
protection of the Sheriff. VOGEL was also supposed to 
have a place called "The Wagon Wheel" located at Narragansett 
and Melrose Avenues. According to the Chicago Crime 
Commission, the "LIBBY" referred to was probably ERCOLI 
LIBERATORE, Also known as DOMINICK NUCCIO, who was reported 
to be a member of the alleged Chicago "syndicate", 


Information was received with reference to 
roulette wheels and other gambling equipment seized in 
"The Dome" on September 8, 1943, that such equipment was 
brought to the Morton Grove Station, Cook County Highway 
Police, at 4:00 PM, September 9, 1943, Later on the 
same day, EDWARD VOGEL's colored chauffeur drove up to the 
station in a panel truck and some of the Cook County Police 
officers helped load the roulette wheels and other gambling 
equipment into the truck, which was then driven away. 


Information was received by the Chicago Crime 
Commission on September 15, 1943, from a man claiming to 
be a member of tho Cook County Highway Police. He alleged 
that all the slot machines confiscated in the previous © 
three months had been turned back to the gambling "syndicate" 
headed by EDDY VOGEL, Information was received that 
VOGEL's headquarters were located in the back of the 
Esquire place located on Waukegan Road north of Glenview, 
Illinois, in a place known as the Brook Club. 


Chief JOHN J. uc GINNIS, (deceased) formerly 
connected with the Cook County Police, advised in June -of 
1946, that as of that date EDWARD VOGEL was considered the 
boss ‘of the slot machine racket in Cook County, with ° 
the exception of Cicero, Illinois, where it was reported 
he was not in favor, Any gambling equipment which was the 
property of VOGEL could be placed in Cicero, Illinois, only 
through WILLIE: HEENEY and JOE CORNGOLD, both of whom have 
been in complete charge of gambling in the Cicero area

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and are reported members of the Chicago "syndicate", or LOUIS 
LIPSHULTZ, the brother-in-law of JACK GUZIK, According 
to MC GINNIS, VOGEL owed his power of leadership to the 
late JACK GUZIK.

During March,, 
1944, Chief MC GINNIS seized 14 pin ball machines scattered 
in various places in Cicero and it was subsequently learned 
that the pin ball machines were owned by EDWARD VOGEL.

Chief MC GINNIS also advised that all slot b6 Ser id 
machines, pin ball machines and cigarette vending machinesp7c 
operated by VOGEL had an identifying mark of "V" inverted 7p 
stamped on the side of each piece of equipment, which 
stamp was usually covered by a seal of some description. 


An article appearing in the "Chicago Daily 
Tribune" dated March 2, 1950, indicated that EDWARD 
VOGEL rated as top man of the "CAPONE - RICCA - GUZIK 
Syndicate" in the field of slot machines had been identified 
by the State's Attorney's Office as having a new racket as 
2 dealer in contraceptives. It was alleged that VOGEL 
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had been using threats to force the owners of taverns, gas 
stations and other suburban places of business to act as. 
agents. l 


On January 24, 1958, Chief of Police WILLIAM C, 
GRIFFIN, Skokie, Illinois Police Department, advised 
he has been associated with the Police Department for the 
past 25 years and a resident of Skokie for thirty years. 
He stated there was no question but that EDDY VOGEL was in 
charge of all slot machines in the northern suburbs. He 
advised, however, that there were no slot machines in 
Skokie at the present time and did notbelieve that any 
were operating in the area at this time. He said that ten 
or fifteen years ago, he had participated in a raid of a 
barn located in Skokie, wherein $185,000.00 wrth of 
slot machines and equipment were found, [He understood 
that this was all the property of EDWARDÌ VOGEL and it was 
subsequently destroyed, .Chief GRIFFIN advised that he has 
never met VOGEL personally, but stated he had in the years 
past met his brother, WILLIE VOGEL, who appeared to be 
VOGEL's front man. 


On January 29, 1958, JOE GABLE, 9040 North 
Waukegan Road, advised he was formerly the Chief of Police 
at Morton Grove, Illinois, from 1945 until June, 1955. 
He commented that in 1927, he had worked with ROGER TOUHY 
and his gang from 1927 to 1931, .at which time he assisted 
in making and delivering bootleg beer. 


GABLE recalled he first ran across EDWARD 
VOGEL during the late 1920s at which time he was a shil 
at the White House, located at Irving Park and River 
Road, which was a gambling house operated by MATT KOLB, 
who was subsequently killed in a tavern in Morton Grove, 


Mr. GABLE recalled VOGEL in the early days had 
a tavern on the South Side of Chicago somewhere, but did 
not. know where. He said he first recalled VOGEL: coming 
into prominence in the slot machine business in about 1937 
and that during that time he frequented a hangout at 
Chester's Place, located on Grand Avenue and Highway 45. 
GABLE advised that while he was. employed by the County 
Police, he participated in a raid of slot machines during 
which time seven or eight slot machines were picked up in ; 
Franklin Park, Illinois, As the result ‘of this raid, he 
then met and talked with VOGEL who seemed to be the boss 


of the outfit. 
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GABLE further commented that about seven or 
eight years ago, while he was Chief of Police of Morton 
Grove, seven or eight slot machines were picked up in a 
raid, after which time VOGEL came to his house and tried 
to induce him to release'the machines. He said VOGEL 
offered to "take care" of him, but that he had refused, 
He stated other than this, VOGEL had given him no trouble 
and at no time had threatened him in any way. 


GABLE further recalled that VOGEL had operated JE 
a gambling joint at the Vernon Club in the Northwest 
suburbs and that his right-hand man at that time was a man 
named KRUSE, formerly of Skokie, Illinois. 


According to GABLE, several years ago EDWARD 
VOGEL operated a book at a ‘tavern operated by FRANK ENGLES, 
which was located on Lake Avenue in Glenview, Illinois, 
about two blocks east on Waukegan Road on the north side 
of the street. 


According to GABLE, VOGEL also operated a 
book and gambling house about five or six years ago at 
Ralph's Place, in Northfield, Illinois, and it was located 
three blocks north of Winnetka Avenue on Waukegan Road. 


According to GABLE, from about 1937 to 1948, 
VOGEL operated slot machines, handbooks, roulette wheels 
at various gambling establishments in all of the suburbs 
of Chicago, but that since 1948, this activity has been 
considerably curtailed and that there are only a few slot 
machines operating at this time, 


According to GABLE, there is a slot machine 
presently operating at Fat's ' place, which sells fish 
bait, which is located on Rand Road just north of River 
Road. He also advised there is another slot machine operating 
in a tavern, name not known, on the west side of Milwaukee 
Avenue, just north of Harlem Avenue. He said this is'a 
5€ machine which is located in a small room in the back. 


On May 6, 1958, CG T-9 advised that EDDY VOGEL 


reportedly was in charge of slot machines and primarily 
had control of gambling and slot machines in Cook County.

Slot Machines Seized by Chicago 
Police Department February 25, 1958, 
In a Dunn Brothers Storage Van, 
Chicago, Illinois 


On February 25 and 26, 1958, Captain BALSWICK, 
Commissioner's Office, Chicago POlice Department, advised 
his unit had seized a moving van loaded with 111 slot 
machines which was parked at 1708 West Wallen. The slot 
machines were of the five cent to fifty cent variety and 
the value was estimated at about $50,000.00. 


Captain BALSIU t hat the van had been 
spotted by Sergeant at about 11:00 AM, b6 
Tebruary 25, 1958, and at neighborhood inquiries made by b7C 


him developed this truck had been parked there overnight. 
The van had the name Dunn Brothers Storage, Van Type 
Number 19, bearing 1958 Illinois plates number F7-270. 
The van was a new 1958 Ford C-550 bearing following 
lettering on side: 


"Leased to Allied Van Lines 
Broadview, Ill. 
EW9200" 
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Subsequently on February 28, 1958, Captain 
BALSWICK advised he had a letter from Allied Van Lines 
advising this firm had no connection with this van other 
than that it was registered with this company for the pur- 
pose of traveling interstate. 


Captain BALSWICK further advised an informant had 
reported that approximately 500 slot machines were being 
stored in Dunn's Warehouse under the name E, WARTENBERG. 
He advised a building inspector had been dispatched to the 
warehouse for the purpose of locating the slot machines 
but that he was denied access to a basement storage room 
stating they did not have theikeys as the man who rented 
the space was in Florida. Dunn Brothers was given until 
2:30 PM, February 25, 1958, to produce the keys and when 
they were not forthcoming ‘he stated the police entered 
the space but found no slot machines. 


He indicated that obviously the slot machines 
had been removed and placed on the van type truck. He 
said mel] learned the police had found 
the slot machines on their van , he was greatly upset. 


- Upon searching the basement storage area he 
said they found over four hundred cartons of jar type gambling 


‘tickets and punch boards. He informed that investigation 


is continuing to definitely establish ownership of the 
slot machines and lottery tickets but that to date Dunn 
Brothers storage has resisted in furnishing warehouse 
records which would definitely establish ownership and 
waybills reflecting the destination of the slot machines. 


On March 5, 1958, Mr. JOHN KELLY, Bell-O-Matic 
Corporation, 4630 West Fullerton, advised he has been 
a salesman for slot machines, connected with Mills Novelty 
Company, for the past 29 years. Mr. KELLY accompanied ' 
SA PAUL B. FRANKFUT to the Chicago Police Department where 
he viewed the 110 slot machines seized bythe police on 
February 25, 1958. Mr. KELLY advised that all of these 
machines have been in dead storage due to the amount of 
dust collected on the mechanism, He further advised the 
majority of these machines were over 15 years old and that 
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the most recent machine was manufactured in about 1950. However, 


he said the casting of this most recent had an old mechanism 


in it and did not correspond to the cabinet. He further 
commented that the majority of the machines were found to 


be of a club type because of the lack of lemons on the first 


reel, which indicates a more liberal paying machine. 


Some of the machines, however, he believed to be "syndicate" 


operated because of the presence of lemons on the 
first reel, which would indicate a lower percentage in: 
payout. 


Mr, KELLY informed he had never met EDWARD 
VOGEL and never knowingly sold any machines to the under- 
world group. He stated there were no Mills Novelty 
Company officials presently living who would have sold any 
machines to the criminal element. In the opinion of Mr. 
KELLY, the slot machines viewed were worth approximately 
$50.00 each, 


Two slot machines bearing serial numbers AB501661 
and AB501635, both Mills machines, were declared by Mr. 
KELLY to be rebuilt machines and that these serial numbers 
belong to the Auto Bell Company, 29 West Kinzie. 


On March 7, 1958, ml] Auto 
Bell Company, 29 West Kinzie, advised serial number ' 
AB501661 was a 5¢ slot machine rebuilt by his firm and. sold 
on December 19, 1951, to the Dania Society, 1651 North 
Kedzie. Slot machino bearing serial number AB501635 vas 
a 256 machine sold to the same organization on January 
18, 1952. 


On April 2, 1958, Mr.[  — 1 1 1 — ] 
Dania Club, 1651 North Kedzie Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
advised that this club has been operating for approximately 
97 years'and is social in nature and caters primarily 
to Danish people. He recalied that the club had 


purchased two slot machines in about January, 1952, and that 


about six months thereafter, in June, these machines were 
hijacked from the club. He stated two armed men had 
held up the iceman who was then making a delivery for the 
Jefferson Ice Company, and put the iceman and the club 
janitor into a cloak room and locked the door, He said 
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this occurred about 9:30 AM and that thereafter three 

slot machines were removed from the club. He said the 
club is not operating slot machines at the present time. 
He commented the janitor who was locked in the cloak room 
was VICTOR FRANTSEN who is now deceased. He said he did 
not know the name of the iceman. He also commented that 
this matter was not reported to the police as it was 
illegal to have slot machines in the first place, however, 
he did mention the club had purchased appropriate 
Government stamps.

Senate Select Committee on

'respect and would cut down on pirating of locations by 
unscrupulous operators. He said he was interested in 
becoming a member and attended about six of the early 
meetings of the association and was one of the first to join. 
He stated, however, that he paid dues. on only 50 coin 
machines as he was trying to get by as reasonably as e 
possible. He further advised that. he is a member of Local 134 
as well as the Recorded Music Service Association by reason 
of the fact that he operates a number of jukeboxes. 


He admitted that none of his machines had ever 
been damaged by acid or had been hijacked. 
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advised, however, that he did not condone 
acid spilling or hijacking -of machines and did not know 
the hoodlum élement came to exercise influence of the CIAA. 
,He stated SAM GREENBERG sparked the leadership of the CIAA B6 
‘and knows that he is an old time coin. machine operator. 
[_]further remarked that he had met WATERFALL only one b7C 
time when he made his first payment of dues. .;. 


[ | ]reiatea he saw one coin madhine «damaged - 
by acid brought into the All State Distributors, 4407 
West Fullerton, for repair and that the owners were VINCENT 
SHEA and STANLEY LEVIN. 


On January 16, 1959, CG T-26 advised that EDWARD 
VOGEL met ALEX ROSS and JAMES RINI about a year ago at the . 
Vogue Restaurant in the 3900 block on North Broadway, Chicago, 
Illinois. The informant is of the opinion that HYMAN LARNER, 
also known aS RED WATERFALL, was taking orders from VOGEL 
during the time the CIAA was ‘being formed. According to 
the informant, ROSS and RINI reportedly were paid $150 a 
week by the CIAA to spill acid and do other "dirty" work, 


The Chicago Sun Times newspaper, dated September 
26, 1958, reflects an article captioned "Terrorist Pleads 
Guilty, Gets 2 to 4 Years in Prison." The article reflected. 
that ALEX ROSS pleaded guilty to 18 criminal charges Thursday, | 
and was sentenced in State Court to two to four years in 
prison. JAMES RINI, a partner of ROSS, was sentenced à week 
previous to:;serve 10 to 14 years for pleading guilty tó a 
nine count indictment. They were accused of terrorizing' 
tavern owners into installing gangster-control pinball, bowling 
and, pool-playing machines. 
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On June 2, 1958, the facts of this case were 
discussed with Assistant United States Attorney, JOHN J. VA 
QUAN, who stated with regard to proving interstate commerce, 
the following: 


If the coin operated machines are purchased out 
of the state periodically and if the natural object of 
threats would force the purchaser to go out of business 
unless he made the payments demanded by the CIAA, then 
interstate commerce would be affected to the degree that 
these shipments of machines from outside the State of 
Illinois, would cease. And, accordingly, if. ‘there tare 
enough of these out of state shipments of machines, ‘any 
threats made to the purchasers could be held to affect 
interstate commerce, He stated this would apply to both 
new and used coin operated machines. He was of the opinion 
that there appears to be a basic violation of either the 
Anti-Racketeering Statute or the Labor Management Relations 
Act of: 1947 (Investigative Matter), and requested additional 
possible witnesses. 


All investigation in connection with the above 
possible violation was conducted in the case entitled, "On 
"CHICAGO INDEPENDENT AMUSEMENT ASSOCIATION; ET. AL; LABOR e 
MANAGEMENT RELATIONS ACT; ANTI-RACKETEERING." It was the 
opinion of Assistant United States Attorney QUAN. that the 
evidence in this case was not sufficient to warrant prosecution. 


Jukebox Racket

On March 14, 1958, CG T-14 was contacted by SA 
PAUL B. FRANKFURT. 'He stated that'he has been in the jukebox 
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business 

He stated that the difficulties encountered by the 
operator in the jukebox business is a complexity of 
hoodlum influence resulting in cancerous type growth of 
mob control. He stated he has no knowledge. of personal 
influence exercised by EDWARD VOGEL but he feels he is 
undoubtedly responsible for much of the trouble experienced 
by the operators. “He pointed out that EARL KIES, Apex 
Amusement official, is President of the Recorded "Music ' 
Service Association, to which approximately 90 per cent 
of jukebox operators belong. He informed that KIES 
took over this post in about January, 1958, succeeding 
PHILIP LEVIN, brother of HYMIE "Loud Mouth" LEVIN, a 
well-known Chicago hoodlum. 


CG T-14 informed that the hoodlum element had 
taken over the Lormar Distributing Company, 5941 West 
Roosevelt Road, a one~stop record distributor, and that. this 
company had made an attempt to purchase the Singer One-Stop 
Record Service, 1810 West Chicago Avenue. He stated he” a 
understood representatives of Lomar in failing to purchase., 
Singer, told Singer they would form their own company and put 
them out of business. 'He said through muscle tactics on 
behalf of JOE GLIMCO, FRED THOMAS "Jukebox" SMITH and others 
connected with them, they have persuaded a sufficient number 
of operators to purchase their record needs from Lormar 
and that 35 to 40 per cent of Singer's business has been 
lost to Lormàr. 


CG T-14 advised in early January, 1958, he was’ 
approached by a "friend," whom he declined to identify, who 
told him that EARL KIES, VOGEL's official at sement 
Compan had called bim. and arranged for him 

Lormar Distributing Company. When he 
arrived he was taken on a five or ten minute 
whom he would not identify, but 
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stated he understood this person was connected vith p7D 

CG T-14 stated his "friend" was instructe o | 
call on him and was told he must be very tactful and f f 
discreet and inform him in such a way not to threaten E 
him nor to reflect on Lormar, but at the same time, to j 
tell him in no uncertain terms that if he did not purchase 


his records from Lormar they would put him out of business 1 
in six months. CG T-14 stated he had always purchased his : 
records direct from the manufacturer and that to buy from i 
Lormar meant paying a premium of 5€ per record over his T 


normal cost. 


He informed that after this contact and for fear 
of reprisal, he began purchasing records from Lormar and 
that during the month of January he purchased $901 worth of 
records. He informed that his normal récord bill runs 
between $900 and $1200 each month. He estimated his cash 
outlay in order to do business with Lormar was costing him 
approximately $1000 per year. He said he continued to do 
business with Lormar until approximately the middle of April 
when Lormar was raided by the States Attorney's office, at 
which time a large quantity of counterfeit records were  ' 
found on their premises. Since that time he has discontinued 
purchasing records from them,

CG T-14 further stated that one of Lormar's first 
customers was Apex Amusement Company, and that he had also 
learned that the people who formerly purchased used records 
from Apex were told that all used records are now being 
sold to Lormar.

According to this article, this 
section of the city, located on the North Side of Chicago, 
was a territory belonging to the" Apex Cigarette, Service, 

4220 Lincoln Avenue, whose business is jukeboxes and no 
cigarettes. This article stated that DANIEL MAHONEY was 
nominally the President of Apex, but that EDDIE VOGEL, oid 

time CAPONE gangster, was known as the power behind the company. 
This article stated that VOGEL was on friendly terms with — 
MICHAEL J, BOYLE, head of Local. 134, Electrical Workers Union, 
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which services the jukeboxes. Through this friendly rela- 
tionship, it appeared to be possible to have pickets appear 
around places of business which did not use the machines of 
VOGEL and Apex. 


The "Chicago Daily News" newspaper of July 30, 
1955, reported that FRED BRANDSTRADER, the Legislative 
Counsel for the National Automatic Merchandising 
Association, stated that EDDIE VOGEL controls only ten 
per cent of the city's vending machines. He stated that 


no one person completely dominates cigarette vending 


machines “in the city for there are at least twelve auto- 
matic merchandising companies operating in the field. 


Mr. E. C. ‘STEFFINS, 5415 North Havedswdod Avenue, 
Chicago, advised SAs JOE C, WHEELER and JOHN F. GERDIS on 
July 30, 1946, that the Apex Cigarette Service, Incorporated, 
was one of, the largest automatic coin machine operators in 


* Chicago, having about 700 jukeboxes throughout the city 


and employing at least 15 servicemen. According to STEFFINS, 
the President of Apex is one DANIEL MAHONEY, but the company. 
was believed to be actually run by VOGEL. Mr. "STEFFINS stated 
that Apex had used VOGEL's police contacts to get' machinés 
placed in good spots, but STEFFINS had no knowledge of any 
threats or intimidations penne used as a method to place. the 
machines of Apex.

On May 29, 1957, the records of CG T-5177 
reflected that EARL KIES, Manager of the Apex Cigarette 
Service, declined financial information, but confirmed 
officers and operations. Banking relations were declined. 
KIES advised, however, that MAHONEY was reported to have 
sold his financial interests,'but would remain as President. 


On December 27, 1957, CG T-20 advised EDWARD VOGEL 
has a bank account at the First Commercial Bank and produced 
the bank's credit file, which included a statement prépared - 
by Silver, Mellman and Company, Certified Public Accountants, 
64 East Lake Street, Chicago, submitted by letter dated ` 
March 29, 1954, of the: Ajax Phonograph, Apex Amusement and 
Apex Cigarette Service. 

This information reflected that the Ajax Phonograph 
Company, as of February 28, 1954, made collections in the 
amount of $55,667.20, which resulted in a. net profit of 
$31,300.00, after all charges. The balance sheet reflected 
cash in bank to be $16,467.73, and total assets of $60,031.43. 
Partners in this venture were listed as follows:

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On February 20 and February 25, 1958, EARL 
KIES, who described himself as operational manager for 
DeLuxe Cigarette Service, Incorporated, 4246 North Lincoln 
‘ Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, was interviewed by SA(A)s HENRY

another matter.

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During course of contacts, EARL KIES stated the 
business was originally known as Apex Cigarette Service, 
Incorporated, which was changed to Apex Amusement Corporation 
because the former name was not suited to its operations, 
which included operation of jukeboxes. 


At the present time, DeLuxe, which is a separate 
corporation, owns and services cigarette vending machines 
only outside of Chicago. Deluxe sold its Chicago machines 
and “stops” to General Cigarette Service, Incorporated, 1622 
West Morse Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. The business was 
sold. to General because of bad publicity in the newspapers b6 


regarding VOGEL's connection with DeLuxe and Apex and b7C 
because of cago, General 
Cigarette's and KIES owns 


some of General's stock. 


KIES stated DANIEL J. MAHOMEY and ROY MC GINNIS 
started this business years ago. KIES has been with Apex 
and related companies about 25 years. About 20 years ago, 
EDDIE VOGEL bought out MC GINNIS and continued in business 
with MAHONEY. MAHONEY is more or less retired at present, 
but holds a: stock interest in Apex.

It is the general practice, he stated, to 
pay anyone securing a jukebox location sums up to $100, 00 
or $200.00.

KIES 
stated that many of the suburban incorporated areas in 
Chicago have a license for jukeboxes of $500.00 which permits

On March 18, 1959, in response to a subpoena issued 
by Assistant United States Attorney JOHN J. QUAN, Mr. CHARLES 
D. CHRISTENSEN, Senior Vice-President, First Commercial Bank, ' 
made. available the bank records pertaining to the loan of 
$205,000 to EDWARD VOGEL. 


Mr. CHRISTENSEN made available a memorandum containing. 
an entry dated November 10, 1958. This reflécted $175,000 ‘ 
loan to Apex Amusement Corporation and $30,000:10an to Ajax 
Phonograph Company was secured by approximately 153 phonographs 
on the former and ápproximately 43 phonographs on the latter. 
The Apex loan will be repayable at the ràte of $7,500 monthly 
plus the proceeds of the sales of any of the machines and/or 
Stocks, and the Ajax loan was to be repayable at the rate of 
$1,000 monthly, pius sales of equipment and/or stocks. The 
Loan bore interest at the rate of five per cent on the unpaid 
balance. , First Commercial sold a participation of $150,000: 
to City National Bank and Trust Company ‘in loans to Apex 
Amusement Corporation totaling $201,000. 


The above purchase was of a juke. box business from 
R. A. BLOOMQUIST, doing business as Metropolitan Amusements. 
This route consisted of 193 juke boxes or an average loan of 
approximately $1,000 per machine. As of March 12, 1959,
